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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S. C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings were received on 6/7/2005. These drawings are accepted by the examiner. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 3/22/2004 has been considered 
by the examiner. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lewis 
(6,484,637), Verschueren et al (6,340,815), Yokoya et al (5,955,238), Shimazu et al (WO 
99/67097), and Nakamura et al (EP 1 120246). 

All of the above cited references teach lithographic printing plates comprising 2 layers 
which appear to meet the instant claim limitations. At least one of the layers comprises a light to 
heat conversion agent and a solvent (y-butrolactone) as instantly claimed. 
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6. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Nakamura et 
al (2004/0157152) 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. Based upon 
the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 
CFR 1 . 132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate 
showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

The reference teaches lithographic printing plates comprising 2 layers which appear to 
meet the instant claim limitations. At least one of the layers comprises a light to heat conversion 
agent and a solvent (y-butrolactone) as instantly claimed.
